Church, where he served as an elder for many years and was
selected as Chairman of the eldership; he also served as
Chairman of the building committee, taught Sunday school,
spearheaded a seniors ministry, and participated as a mentor to

many; and

WHEREAS, Jim Weisenborn enjoyed both goose and duck hunting
as well as hunting elk in Colorado; he collected 1Indian
artifacts and enjoyed traveling with family and friends; he
attended many sporting and musical events of his children and
grandchildren; upon retirement, he was highly involved with his

wife's passion for collecting antique buttons; and

WHEREAS, Jim Weisenborn was preceded in death by his

parents, and his son-in-law, David Wand; and

WHEREAS, Jim Weisenborn is survived by his wife, Mary; his
5 children, Ann (Rick) Carmack, Jack (Pam) Weisenborn, Steve
